I. W. W., excitement. The inspira¬ 
tion of the party seems to have re¬ 
volved around a supply of booze which 
young Hansen is said to have stolen 
from his father’s private stock during 
the absence of the family from their 
Los Angeles home. 

In addition to the burglary charge, 
there is a possibility that the boys i 
may be prosecuted on a charge of il¬ 
legal transportation of liquor.

BLIND ARE AIDED 

THROUGH LIBRARY 

Home Instructor Makes Visits To 
Sierra Madre—Free Service 
Available 

The home teacher for the blind of 
the California State Library is now 
making regular trips to Sierra Madre 
and if there are any who would like 
to learn to read the raised type books 
they may leave their names and ad¬ 
dresses at the Library. 

The instruction is all free as this 
is a branch of the State Library Ex¬ 
tension work. As soon as students 
have learned to read they become bor¬ 
rowers of the State Library in Sacra¬ 
mento and books are sent to them on 
the same principal as if borrowed from 
a city library. The government has 
provided for free postage of the same, 
so there is no cost whatever. Miss 
Morrison, the home-teacher for the 
blind and in talking of the 
work that it was very easy to learn 
to read the raised type and that many 
hundreds of people all over the state 
are greatly benefited by this work 
that the State Library extends to all 
that it will help. She has a small 
class now and Miss Rogers, the city 
librarian hopes that others will want 
to take advantage of this extension 
service. 

The Library has been very grate¬ 
ful receiver of quite a donation of 
both popular fiction and non-fiction 
books through one of the old residents 
who is now living in Pasadena. The 
donor wishes to remain anonymous 
but it is pleasant to know that even 
though our friends move away they 
still are interested in our library.

Survey Ordered 
For New Roaa 

Supervisor Cogswell Directs the 
County Highway Engineer 
to Map Road 

In a special conference with Coun- 
Supervisor Prescott F. Cogswell the 
Chamber of Commerce committee on 
roads, of which H. E. Allen is 
chairman, presented a report of the 
progress made by the committee in 
securing the right of way for a new 
highway running west from the end 
of Central avenue and connecting with 
East Orange Grove avenue in Pasa¬ 
dena and the Huntington drive. The 
preliminary agreements as to the 
right of way having been secured, it 
was desired to secure official endorse¬ 
ment of the project. 

Supervisor Cogswell expressed his 
approval of the highway and spoke 
of the importance of this new link in 
the I.os Angeles system of boulevards. 
Mr. Cogswell directed Mr. Jones,, 
county engineer, to make a survey of 
the right of way and to prepare the 
necessary data for grading operations 
and to figure the acreage of such por¬ 
tions of the right of way as will have 
to be acquired by purchase by the dis¬ 
trict involved. The larger part of the 
right of way has been donated by the 
property owners along the new road 
and only a few smaller pieces will 
have to be purchased. 

The City of Sierra Madre as well 
as the Chamber of Commerce appreci¬ 
ates the action of Supervisor Cogs¬ 
well in lending his support to this 
project which means so much to the 
city. This new boulevard paralleling 
and at the foot of the beautiful Sierra 
Madre mountains will, when complet¬ 
ed, prove to be one of the most popu¬ 
lar and attractive in Los Angeles 
county.

GARDEN TOOL RACKS. 

The reck In Fig. 1 was designed for ; 
six of an amateur gardener’s essential 
tools—spade, fork, hoe, rake, trimmer, i 
and trowel. There Is room for one 
or two additional tools, and, of course, 
the rack rnny he extended as much as 
you want. Fig. 2 shows the start of 
the framework. Cut uprights A out 
of 2 by 2 Inch stuff, shoe blocks B out 
of 2 by 4 Inch stuff, connecting strip 
C out of a 1 by 4 inch hoard, by the 
lengths Indicated In Fig. 2, and nail 
them together as shown. Then make 
up the frames shown In Figs. 8 and 4, 
cutting side pieces D and F out of 1 
by 4 Inch boards, of the lengths shown, 
and division blocks E 2 Inches long 
by 4 Inches wide; assemble the pieces 
tn the manner shown, spacing the divi¬ 
sion blocks 2 inches apart. The ends 
of the lower frame (Fig. 3) come flush 
with the sides of uprights A, the ends 
of the upper frame project 2 Inches 
beyond.

The first white man 
to penetrate this region was 
Jean Nicollet, who was sent out 
In 1034 by Champlain to open 
trade with the Indians. He 
landed at Green Bay and prob¬ 
ably traversed the country to 
Chicago. Fur traders and mis¬ 
sionaries followed and the latter 
built a mission where Ashland 
now stands. This was the first 
church erected In the state and 
around It sprang up the first 
permanent settlement. «■ Joliet 
and Father Marquette descended 
the Wisconsin river, and La 
Salle explored a great deal of 
Wisconsin before he took his 
famous trip down the Mississip¬ 
pi. Among the fur traders to 
come to Wisconsin shores was 
Daniel du Lhut, after whom the 
city of Duluth, Minn., wus 
named. 

During the Revolution Wiscon¬ 
sin remained loyal to the Brit¬ 
ish and though Wisconsin be¬ 
came a part of the United 
States by the Treaty of Paris in 
1783, it was not until 1816 that 
federal troops really established 
authority there. Indian upris¬ 
ings continued for some time 
ending only with the Black 
Hawk war In 1882. Then fol¬ 
lowed extensive Immigration 
from the New England States. 

Wisconsin had formed a part 
of the Northwest territory until 
1800, when It became a part of 
Michigan territory, under which 
Jurisdiction It remained until 
1836, with the exception of nine 
years, when It was considered 
a part of Illinois territory. With 
the admission of Michigan as a 
state, the Wisconsin territory 
was created, which Included al¬ 
so the present states of Iowa 
and Minnesota and portions of 
NortR and South Dakota. 

In 1S48 Wisconsin was taken 
Into the Union as the thirtieth 
state. Its area Is 56,066 square 
miles and It has thirteen elec¬ 
toral votes for president. 

The state Is named after the 
Wisconsin river. This is an 
Ojlbwa phrase which means 
"gathering waters," It Is some¬ 
times called the Badger State.

HOW AMATEUR CAN 
BUILD A RECEIVER

Instructions for Setting Up the 
Antenna and for Assembling 
the Tuner. 

In order tv pick up suftielent energy 
I with the simple radio receiving set 
j It Is necessary to connect one ternii- 
j nal to an antenna consisting of one or 
j more wires suspended in the air and 
I Insulated from all grounded material 
and the other termlnul to a ground, 
usually the water supply pipe. The 
height of an antenna used with a 
small receiver should not be less than 
30 feet. As the received energy va¬ 
ries directly as the height of an anten¬ 
na, the higher the antenna the louder 
will he the slgnuls or voice produced. 

I The length of an antenna for short 
wave reception should not he less than 
I 50 feet nor should It be longer than 
j 200 feet. The minimum wave length 
I to which u simple receiver can be 
i adjusted for electrical resonance will 
j be above that used by amateurs if 
I tlte receiver be connected to an an¬ 
tenna 200 feet or more in length. 

A simple radiophone receiver cap¬ 
able of picking tip radiophone sta¬ 
tions similar to KDKA at Hast Pitts¬ 
burgh, can be assembled by a novice 
for from $4 to $15, depending upon 
the builder's ability to use ills hands. 
If the builder will construct most of 
his apparatus he will appreciate it 
much more and probably will under¬ 
stand more about its operation than 
If lie buys a set already made. How¬ 
ever, for those who have not the abil¬ 
ity or the time to spend constructing 
their own apparatus the following <le- 
j scrlptlon will not only give the details 
! as to the construction of each eom- 
[ ponent part of a receiver hut also 
what standard ready-made parts can 
_ ; be purchased and used in Its stead, 
(jj! The material can be purchased at 
any electrical supply store. 

In erecting a simple antenna for 
use with the receiver shown In the 
diagram, the antenna proper and the 
lead-in are of stranded hard-drawn 


•Starting one-half inch from one end 
of the cardboard tube wind on the 
No. 22 D. C. C. wire within one-half 
inch of the other end of the tube. 
Fasten one end of the winding to the 
tube but allow some surplus wire on 
the other end for making a connec¬ 
tion. After the winding Is in place 
give it a coat of shellac or varnish 
to hold the turns In place. Assemble 
the circular-cut pieces of wood in the 
geometrical center of the square 
blocks and then shellac or varnish 
them for the appearance's sake. 

When thoroughly dry slip the two 
end blocks into the wound tube and 
by means of a few finishing brads 
driven through the cardboard tube, 
fasten the end blocks to the wound 
tube. The slider is to he mounted 
on top of the coll and should be cap¬ 
able of making contact with any turn 
of the wire on the tube. In order to 
remove the insulation from the wire 
just under the rod where the slider 
moves buck and forth, wrap a piece of 
sandpaper around u thin piece of 
wood and using another piece of wood 
as a guide, sandpaper the insulation 
from the winding. Drill a hole one- 
eighth Inch in diameter through the 
slider rod about one-fourth Inch In 
from each end so that the rod can 
lie fastened by screws to the end 
blocks. After the slider rod Is fastened 
In place see that the contact finger 
on the bottom of the slider can at all 
times make good contact with the 
winding. Mount a binding post on 
either end of the coil, attaching one 
by means of a wire to the slider rod 
and the other to the end of the wire 
wound on the tube and the tuner is 
complete. A tuner cun be purchased 
already assembled for ubout $3.50 to 
$4.00. 

LINKING MOVIE AND RADIO

have met with more or less success In 
developing a method of transferring 
motion pictures by radio. Some

TIPS TO THE RADIOIST 

A crystal detector cannot he 
satisfactorily amplified. 

Insulate ends of aerial wires 
with several small Insulators 

Wherever possible run aerial 
wires at right angles to electric 
light wires. 

The lead wire should be the 
size of the combined number of 
wires lu the aerial. 

Gas piping makes a poor 
ground, but the cold water pipe 
ground Is excellent.

ELK( I KK AL DEVELOPMENT 

President A. B. West, of the Pacific 
Coast Electrical Association, opened 
the Sixth Annual Convention of the 
organization at the Ambassador Hotel 
Thursday in an address to the mem¬ 
bers. Figures were cited from the U. 
S. Census and other oflicial reports 
showing that electric power has a 
per capita consumption of 108. r > killo- 
watt hours in California, against 372 
for the United States, and that rates 
arc lower here than anywhere el e. 

“The super-power program of the 
Atlantic States has already been real¬ 
ized here,” said Mr. West, “ in an in¬ 
terconnected system extending from 
Eugene, Oregon to the Mexican bor¬ 
der. It forms in this territory the 
largest concentrated block of electric 
power ever made available for pub¬ 
lic use. In 1920, eighty-three per¬ 
cent of the houses of the state were 
wired as against thirty-five percent 
for the United States, and electrical 
power is used to irrigate over 1.470,- 
000 acres,—a total of over one-third 
of California’s irrigated lands. 

“So consistently has California led 
the world in electrical development,” 
said Mr. West in conclusion, “that the 
engineers and experts of the world 
come here to study these great accom¬ 
plishments.” The convention brings 
together 500 delegates from Arizona, 
Nevada and California, representative 
o fevery phase of the industry.
